STEPS TAKEN BY STATE TO 

KEEV DRY COUNTIES DRY 

MONTGOMERY, May 30,--Two 
blows, both indirect, were struck 
against “bootlegging" of State- 
store liquor and beer in dry Ala- 
bama counties. 

The State Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board adopted a regula- 
tion permitting customers to pur- 
chase only “two quarts or two 
pints at one time” in State liquor 
stores. 

Atty. Gen, A. A. Carmichael 
ruled possesion of liquor or beer 
by cafes in dry counties shall be 
evidence within itself “that same 
was kept for sale or distribution 
contrary to law.” 

In other opinions, the Attorney 
General held: Liquor or beer be- 
ing sold in dry counties can be 
confiscated; giving of beer to cus- 
tomers is prohibited in dry coun- 
ties; and, liquor purchased in an- 
other State may not be possessed 
in Alabama. 

The new customer-limit for State 
stores — operating so far in only 
three of 24 wet counties — was 
adopted, the Board said, “to speed 
up service,” and Chairman W. O, 
Baldwin said it would “make it 
mighty inconvenient” for persons 
buying for re-sale in dry counties, 

Several requests for rulings 
handed down by the Attorney Gen- 
eral said sales in dry counties 
were widespread, 

The State Control Act prohibits 
sale or manufacture of alcoholic 
beverages in dry counties, but 
places no restriction on possession 
of liquor legally purchased in a 
wet county, the Attorney General 
has ruled previously.

Coffee County has four demon- 
stration flocks entered in the con- 
test sponsored by the Auburn 
Poultry Department, according to 
information received from J. A. 
Washington, assistant county 
agent. The farms having these 
flocks are numbered as follows: 
29A, 29B, 29C, and 29D, Below 
Mr. Washington gives a summary 
for these flocks for the month of 
May: 

For Farm 29A—No. of hens, 86; 
total eggs, 1,656; total feed cost, 
$16.30; feed cost per dozen eggs, 
11,8¢c, price eggs sold for, 22c; re- 
turn above feed cost, $14.06. 

Farm 29B-—No, of hens, 99; 
eggs, 2,063; feed, $24.75; cost per 
dozen eggs, 14.3c; price eggs sold 
for, 27c; return above feed cost, 
$21.66. 

Farm 29C--No. of hens, 72; 
eggs, 1,524; feed, $14.42; cost per 
dozen eggs, $11.3; price eggs sold

The above figures show an aver- 
age return above feed cost per 
hen for the month of 14.1c, 

There were an average of 73.8 
pounds of grain consumed per bird. 

This report shows that hens paid 
4c per pound, or $2.24 per bushel 
for corn. 

When cotton is selling for 12c 
per pound, 100 hens would pro- 
duce an equivalent of 126 pounds 
of lint cotton for this month, and 
when it costs 6c per pound to 
produce cotton, these 100 hens pro- 
duce a profit equal to 252 pounds 
of lint, cotton, according to Mr. 
Washington.

Many years later, after he had 
divorced Anna Held, he fell ec- 
statically in love with Billie Burke.

carnations to the orange trees in 
the window And when Billie 


Burke told’him that she had triea 
to thank him by telephone but 
had not been able to because his 
line was busy, he had a golden 
phone installed with a special ring 
for her private use, 


Ziegfeld loved indecision, He 
hated to make up his mind. He 
used to keep a box of licorice drops 
on his desk; and when a friend 
isked him if he really liked lic- 
orice, he said “T'll tell you why 


I eat them, They're all black, so 
I don't have to make up my mind 
which color IJ like best.’ 

He hired most of the famous 
comedians in the world for his 
Follies; but he himself never 
laughed at their antcies. Neither 
Ed Wynn nor Eddie Cantor nor 
Will Rogers could make him crack 


a smile. He was so cool that his 
actors gave him the nickname of 
"Tee Water!” 

Ziegfeld died in 1982 in Califor- 


nia, and as he slipped into the de- 
lirium of death, he imagined he 
was directing a revue. He staged 
it in a white hospital room, his 
orchestra was only a radio, and 
for a stage crew he had nothing 
but his terrified valet. His lips 
were parched, and his eyes were 
glowing with fever, but he sat up 
in bed and shouted his directions 
to an invisible cast. 

“Curtain!” he cried. “Fast mu- 
sic! Lights! Ready for the last 
finale!” And finally he murmured: 
“Great! The show looks good... 
The show... looks... . good.”

Immediately after news of the 
accident reached Troy, ambulanc- 
es were rushed to the scene, More 
than 11 people were treated at 
Jocal hospitals and physicians’ of- 
tices, among Whom were several 
residents of Troy, none of whom 
were seriously injured, 

Joe Wicker was an occupant of 
the truck and was with the white 
man who was killed, Wicker’s 
condition is undetermined, He has 
lacerated lips, hands and right 
foot burned and swollen and pos- 
sible internal injuries. His condi- 
tion is considered serious, 

The big Greyhound bus was run- 
ning about 40 minutes late this 
morning on its north-bound trip, 
according to information, and ac- 
cording to eye witnesses, when it 
mounted a hill near Stone's filling 
station, located about miles 
north of Orion, at, 6:20 a.m,, the 
truck was coming over its side of 
the hill on the wrong side of the 
road, The driver of the bus swerv- 
ed his machine to the left to dodge 
the truck, when it was 
broadside near the gasoline tank 
in front. Maurice G, Parks, white, 
of Greenville, Miss., said to be the 
owner of the truck, was thrown 
into the blazing bus which had be- 
come ignited and endangered the 
29 passengers and driver of the

almost beyond recognition, it .is 
said. 


Fortunately for the large list of 
passengers the bus did not over- 
turn, all of those occupying the 
machine escaping from the rear 
and the front, a passage for which 
was kicked open by @ 12-year-old 
passenger, Herman Crider, of Mi- 


ami, Florida, 

Confusion reigned and it has 
been impossible to cneck careful- 
ly the passenger list. 


The expensive Greyhound bus is 
a complete loss, as it was burned 
to the ground, and tt is a miracle 
that no lives were lost. Those who 
reached the scene of the accident 
quickly state that one man cilmb- 
ed up on the bus while it was in

gage, Various ones who have been 
questioned state that the truck 
was traveling at a terrific speed. 
The impact against the bus threw 
the engine out of the truck and 
some distance away, it is stated. 
Highway officers rushed to the 
scene to make an investigation, but | 
at noon could not be reached for 
a statement. ‘The accident hap- 
pened in Montgomery County and 
they will make their report at 
headquarters in the Capital City. 


LATER- -After noon today a re- 
porter interviewed J. C, Lowman, 
highway patrolman, who in com- 
pany with his partner, Clyde Cc. 
Sellers, arrived at the scene of the 
accident at 7:10, about 50 min- 
utes after the collision. 
man stated that five witnesses to 
the accident stated to them that 
the negro, Joe Wicker, was driving 
the truck and indications point to 
the probability that he was drink- 
ing, or was drunk. 

Mr. Lowman also stated that 
witnesses said that the truck was 
traveling at from 50 to 60 miles 
an hour and approached the big 
bus in the center of the road (and 
probably to his—the negro's— 
left), The Greyhound driver swerv- 
ed his machine to the left to dodge 
the truck but was unable to get 
out of the way, the impact strik- 
ing the right front fender and 
smashing the engine and gas line, 
igniting the machine.

MONTGOMERY, Ala,, June 7, 
A young school teacher en route 
to enter summer school lost $400 
in cash when she dropped her

escaped from the burning vehicle, 

Two other Aubur:, students, J, 
W. DeMilly and Pearce Richard- 


son, both of Tallahassee, Fla,, said} 


the girl had to be forcibly re- 
strained from re-entering the flam- 
ing bus to retrieve her pocket- 
book. Between sobs, she explained 
that the money represented all her 
savings and that she had with- 
drawn it from her home town bank 
to defray her expenses at school. 
Her name could not be learned, 
Herman Crider, about 14, of Mi- 
ami, Fla., didn’t realize he was 
hurt for more than an hour after 
the crash, Witnesses said the ex- 
cited youth walked around the 
burning bus for some time after 
he leaped to safety 
broken window, feet first. Crider 
was brought to St. Margaret's hos- 


pital, where it was found he had} 


suffered several deep cuts. 
J, R. Stone, operator of a road- 
side inn, witnessed the accident. 
“The bus swerved to the left af- 
ter the impact, and ran into a 
ditch.

I ran over to the flaming bus, 
but passengers were already help- 
ing drag out others dazed by the 
shock.” 


Hye-Witness Version 

MONTGOMERY, June 7. — Ac- 
cording to an eye-witness version 
given in Montgomery by J. W. De- 
Milly, 24-year-old Auburn student, 
of Tallahassee, who said he was 
seated in the front of the bus at 
the side of the driver, the truck, 
traveling at a fast rate of speed, 
was proceeding in an uncertain 


} manner on the left side of the road, 


The bus driver, DeMilly — said, 
sounded his horn several times in 
an effort to attract the attention 
of the truck driver and signal him 


|to turn his vehicle to the right of 


the road. Realizing that the truck 
driver had not seen or had ignored 
the approach of the bus, Seeger, 
the bus driver, attempted to pass 
the truck by swerving to the op- 
posite side of the road into a shal- 
low ditch, but did not turn over. 
The crash was so great that the 
engine of the truck was broken 
loose and thrown about 50 feet 
from the point of impact, DeMilly 
said, 

A large gasoline tank in the 
fore part of the bus immediately 
exploded, DeMilly added, Within 
less than five mfnutes, the large 
passenger bus was aflame from 
front to rear. Escape’ from the 
front right door of the bus was 
Several passengers 
climbed through windows, but 
most of the 29 passengers escaped 
through the rear door which had 
been opened by a negro passenger. 

The early morning air was filled 
with the sotind of the screams of 
five women passengers, none of 
whom were seriously injured, how- 
ever. DeMilly said more than an 
hour elapsed before the first of the 
injured were taken away. He said 
that one ambulance en route to 
the scene was wrecked when it 
left the road and stalled in a near- 
by field. 

Hundreds of persons from the 
nearby communities of Orion, Pine 
Level and Troy millea about the 
flaming bus and Highway Patrol- 
men J. C. Lowman and C. C, Sel- 
lers had difficulty in clearing the 
highway.
